Nor  the  opening  and  extending  of  Knitters  Avenue  from  its  pre- 
sent northern  terminus  to  a point  one  hundred  and  twenty  two  5l22)  fe^t 
south  of  Wheeler  Street;  also  for  the  opening  of  a street  from  Knit- 
ters Avenue  to  Runnion  Avenue. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  of  Port  Wayne, 
Indiana  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  open  and  extend 
Knitters  _ Avenue  from  its  present  northern  terminus  to  a point  one 
hundred  and  twenty  two  (122)  feet  south  of  Wheeler  Street;  also  to 
open  a street  from  Knitters  Avenue  to  Runnion  Avenue. 

Said  opeing  and  extending  of  Knitters  Avenue  to  be  made  by 
dondemning  and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  a strip  of  land  fif- 
ty {^C)iQet  in  width  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  north  line 
of  Lumbard  Park  Addition  with  the  south  line  of  the  old  Wabash  and 
Erie  Canal  property  on  the  west  line  of  Knitters  avenue;  thence  north 
on  the  west  line  of  Knitter^  Avenue  produced  north  to  a point  one 
hundred  and  twenty  two  (122)  feet  south  of  Wheeler  Street;  thence 
east  fifty  (50)  feet;  thence  south  to  the  south  line  of  the  old 
Wabash  and  Erie  Canal  property;  thence  south  west  klong  the  south

north  of  Main  Street  and  east  of  Grand  Rapids  and  Indiana  Railroad.
